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OW THAT the schools and colleges are 

renewing activities, one observes again 

that there is .a large and clamorous hole 

where one type of school or college ought 
to be-—and isn’t. 

Not only here, but Back East, folk are 
asking. “Why is there not in California a 
College of Horticulture for Women?” The 
climate, the possibilities of wide usefulness 
for such a school, the immense interest in 
floriculture, very evident here, the pleasant 
and confirmed habit observed in people of 
other states in coming to California for a 
sojourn of a year or more—-all these factors 
fairly clamor for such an institution. 


We have, of course, as everyone knows, 
an admirable college of agriculture in con- 
nection with our State University: we have 
courses in other colleges in agricultural and 
horticultural subjects; we have school gar- 
dens, perhaps more competently managed 
than anywhere in these United States. But 
a college of horticulture which is that and 
nothing else, a delightful place with a gar- 
den setting. where one would live during 
the entire year in close contact with gar- 
dening, where gardener’s bours are kept as 
at Swanley Horticultural College in En- 
gland, a place of charm and distinction 
where students from eastern or middle west- 
ern colleges would come and spend a year 
or two in studying our fascinating horticul. 
ture, where the seniors would specialize in 
Ziadiolus culture or in dahlias, where women 
could come and learn to manage their own 
gardens, or how to engage in commercial 
horticulture successfully-—this, under our 
sunny skies, would be a joy. 


There is a charming School of Horticul- 
ture for Women that thrives at Ambler, 
Pennsylvania, not far from Philadelphia, the 
first of its kind to be established in Amer- 
ica. Here are flower gardens, an outdeor 
theater planned by the students, vegetable 
gardens and orchards—and the girl students 
learn everything from the most approved 
way to dynamite stumps to rose-culture and 
landscape gardening, there being, also, 
courses in poultry raising and bee-keeping. 
At Groton, Massachusetts, in spite of the 
bleak east winds and the rigorous New .En- 
gland winter a School of Landscape Garden- 
ing for Women prospers and sends out its 
girl graduates. 

Eastern nurserymen and seedsmen are 
taking to having California seed farms and 
zrowing here their seeds and bulbs, or hav- 
ing these grown for them by California ex- 
perts; therefore, if California is rapidly be- 
coming the center of horticultural experi- 


ment, why not a charming place where | 


people may come and study just that, and in 
wholly delightful and really ree sur- 
roundings——not class-rooms? 


1 had the pleasure of talking this over 
with Prof. Liberty H. Bailey during his last 
winter's visit here. Said he, “But it should 
be at some place which has background—it 
would be a charming use for some one of 
the old Missions—-San Juan Capistrano, for 
instance; or there was Los Serranos, near 
‘Chino, with its ivy-draped colonnade of tow- 
ering locusts—that, however, is now a pros- 
perous country club.”

arroyo would offer fascinating opportunity 
for a wide variety of projects. 

And one could assemble a faculty without 
needing to go far afield—not so much pro- 
fessional teachers as practical growers, ex- 
pert hybridists, specialists in one flower 
or another one could name a dozen or two 
of high standing in the horticultural world, 


without needing to cast about in one’s mind 


at all—Richard Diener, Carl Salbach, Still- 
man Berry, Mrs. Barker, Mrs. Briggs, Miss 
Sessions, Miss Seals, C. F. Houdyschel— 
these-are just a few, and Mrs. H. M. Barton 
of San Bernardino to give a course in pre- 
serving. Bee-keeping could be taught, and 
aviculture.

“Just How” for a Pool 


So many have inquired how to make a 
garden pool, that it is a pleasure to quote an 
expert on the subject, P. D. Woodford, of 
Van Nuys. For a pool of about two thousand 
gallons, Mr. Woodford ana explicit direc- 


“Under a shadé tree in your back yard, 
the tree (which 
allows room for a rustic psf) your 
location. We will call it the * bank’ 


out an irregular shore-line, having a cir- 
eumference of about six feet. Get away 
from any geometrical figure, and make the 
pool's outline as if it just ‘happened. Exca- 
vate to a depth of two feet in that part of 
the pool farthest from the tree, gradually 
lessening the depth, making it one foot on 
the opposite side. Do not haul away all the 


earth—-you will need about one and one-half ° 


yards of it. Let the walls of your excdva- 
tion slant at a little less than forty-five 
degrees; this will permit you to lay the 
cement on the walls of the pool without 
using a form. Smooth and tamp the bottom 
and sides, ang the pool is ready for the 
cement. 

“Get rocks enough to anor the pool; 
these may be boulders of different sizes or 
irregular pieces broken out in road-building. 
Order two yards of sand and seven sacks 
of Portland cement. Mix the cement in 
small batches, about ten pails at a time. 


’ Use one pail of cement to four pails of sand, 


and mix cement and sand while dry, then 
add water and mix thoroughly; the mixture 
should be thin enough to spread easily. 
With a bricklayer’s trowel spread on the 
mixture from two to two and one-half inches 
thick. Next day spray with water from the 
garden hose. Now lay a ridge of cement 
about two inches deep on the ground bor- 
dering yotir pool, lapping well over on to 
the wall. Place the rock in this cement— 
and here you can exercise your skill and 
artistry in making it look as if it ‘happened.’ 

“After this border decoration hardens, 
make a mixture of pure cement and, with 
a whitewash brush, coat the bottom and 
walls of the pool with the liquid. Allow 
twenty-four hours for it to set. Then give 

a gecond coat—to make sure the pool won't 
of leaky.

the cement. This is imperative. Then drain 
the pool, wipe it clean, and let it dry thor 
oughly. 

“Get enough 2x12 inch Oregon pine plank 
so that, cut into convenient lengths, it may 
be placed on edge following the general line 
of the pool's margin, but about two feet 
inside the wall, making a barrier. On that 
side of the pool where the depth was two 


feet, the top edge of this pine walling will 


be under water one foot, while in the shal 
low side the top edge will rise above the 
surface. This is the result to be desired. 
Here may be planted those pool-side plants 
whose roots must be in the water, but the 
soil of which should not be submerged. A 
fairly large rock placed on top of each joint 
of this wooden wall will hold it down, and 
also add to the artistic effect, as the rocks 
show above the surface of the water. 


“In filling this submerged border, use one 
part of well-rotted cow manure to four parts 
of soil, well mixed, then top it with two 
inches of pure soil. 


“We have room for four hardy eisiatiinn of 
lilies—Marliac Yellow, Marliac Pink, Mar- 
liacea albida (white) and a red Gloriosa. 
Place these lilies three feet apart from each 
other in the deepest part of the submerged 
border, laying the lily bulb on its side, the 
crown just below the surface of the soil. 
There will be room for one tropical or ten- 
der variety. Let us choose the Pennsyl- 
vania, an old variety with deep blue flowers. 
For this lily, build of the Oregon pine boards 
a box two feet square and one foot deep: 
this is to be placed in the center of the pool, 
the box being filled with earth and manure 
‘like the submerged border; but place this 
bulb in an upright position, with earth just 
covering the crown. In the border on each 
side, beginning three feet from the lilies, 
plant a patch of Sagittaria subulata, next to 
this plant Water Poppy, Arrowhead, Pick. 
erel weed, and just where the earth reaches 
the surface, Water Iris. We have now 
reached the side nearest the tree and the 
soil in the border is out of the water. Here 
set the Zebra plant, also the dwarf umbrella 
palm; and immediately in front of the seat 
plant a bed of water hyacinth. This does 
not need much soil; therefore, set two cross 
pieces of 1x6 inch, reaching from the wall 
- to the plank four-feet apart; then, by taking 
out the soil to a depth of ten inches, we 
have ready to their liking a bed for water 
hyacinth. Here it will have partial shade 
and be confined so it may not ‘hog’ the pool. 
Allow this to fill with water and plant the 
space full. 


“Beside this plahting, in the pool place 
bunches of Anacharia, parrot feather and 
cabomba, ‘each weighted with sinkers to 
keep them in place. Now spray the soil 
well, but lightly, with a garden hose and fill 
the pool with water, letting the water run 
first into the deep part and filling gradually 
and slowly. Such a pool will carry at least 
ten goldfish of three or four-inch size, or 
twice that number of smaller fish, Feed 
the fish but once a day. The shallow mar-

I was merely the ad- 
juster, not the company. All I could do 
was to follow out the policy ..contract. 


Then there was the case of an Idaho 
farmer, a dairyman. His herd consisted 
of twenty-five milkers,. twelve head of 
young stock and a pure-bred hull. He car- 
ried lots of insurance, plenty, as he be- 
Heved, on his livestock. Fire burned his 
pure-bred bull to death; the animal had 
cost $700. Amd at adjustment time he 
was informed the company’s Hability was 
limited to $100. per head. The :policy so 
read, too, but the owner had not read the 
policy. The bull ought to have been in- 
sured under a separate policy provided for 
pure-bred animals. 

Grade live stock: List each kind sep- 
arately—horses, colts; mules, colts: hogs; 
mature cows, and include bull if of grade 
stock: young stock; sheep. Determine act- 
val sale value, per head, of each group, 
allow a fair margin additional for increase 
in values, purchases anticipated and for 
births during life of the policy.

It is mot the idea that community organt- 
zations should create subsidies for the pur- 
pose of putting bath tubs in farm homes, 
nor is it prudent or sensible that individ- 
uals should attempt to work this reform;

California farm homes probably are bet- 
ter equipped on the average than those of 
other States, but there is room for work in 
some of them, too. It is not only a matter 
of ease and comfort, nor a matter of civic 
pride alone; it concerns the effectiv 
of the farm unit and its endurance in 
future. 


Citrus Costs Last Year 


An investigation into the cost of produc- 
ing oranges and lemons in 1926 has just 
been completed by the California Citrus 
League. According to the report recently 
issued, the per acre cost up to the time of 
picking was higher on oranges in 1926 than 
in 1925. The yield was higher, however, 
the average cost per box was slightly lower. 
On navel oranges there was an increase in 
per acre cost, offset by an increased yield, 
making the cost per box the same. On Va- 
lencias there was an increased cost on all 
items except labor, making a net increase 
of $10.32 per acre at picking time over the 
1925 costs. The yield of Valencias, however, 
increased from 117.1 boxes per acre in 1926 
to 196.6 boxes in 1926, thereby reducing the 
cultural cost per box from $2.059 to $1.279. 
In the case of lemons, says the report, there 
was a decrease in cost per acre, due to in- 
creased yield and labor and frost protection.

Hoyt, county dairy inspector, following com- 
pletion of the semi-monthly tests of milk 
samples. Mr. Hoyt declared that out of fifty- 
two samples tested, none showed a high 
bacteria count. Similar conditions exists in 
churning cream output, he states. Out of 
samples made, only eleven were found to be 
third grade. Samples of market milk are 
taken regularly at Tulare, Visalia, Porter- 
ville and Tipton. 


FUMIGATING DELAYED 
REDLANDS.—Efforts to eliminate scale 
in about 4000 acres of orchard in this sec- 
tion have been hindered somewhat during 
“past few months by adverse weather 
conditions. July, August and September are 
only’ months in which this work can 
be , and many nights in July and Au- 
gust were so damp that fumigators were 
forced to quit work before midnight.

PRODUCE GOOD’ MELONS

ARCADIA.—The prosperous one-acre poul- 
try and squab ranch on West Huntington 
Drive, known as the Ideal Pigeon and Poul- 
try Plant, was, three years ago, a field 
which grew chiefly’ weeds. But the present 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Knorr, selected 
this location as a most hopeful ‘one, when 
motoring through Southern Cal ia three 
years ago, looking for th place to es- 
tablish a squab farm. “Six months later, 
their home completed, and some of the 
breeding pens ready, they established in the 
new quarters their nucleus of mated birds. 

From that beginning, the plant has grown 
until they now have 1000 birds and an ex- 
cellent trade. They carry White and Silver 
Kings, Red and Yellow Carneaux, and a few 
pens of Runts. The Knorrs regard the 
‘Runts ps too heavy and prefer Silver Kings 
for the squab trade. They say these turn 
out the plump, luscious squabs, weighing a 
i pound and a half when but four weeks old,

At the Ideal plant, the breeding birds are 
in pens, about eight by twenty feet, twen- 
ty-five pair to the pen.

The occurrence of desert winds is not un- 
usual in the period from September to De- 
cember. These winds are very dry at times 
and draw heavily upon the moisture from 
the foliage and structure of the tree. The 
ability of the tree to meet this demand de- 
pends not only upon its vigor, but also upon 
the amount of available moisture in the 
root zone during the wind period. The re- 
sistance of the citrus tree to wind injury 
cannot, of course, be built up in a short sea- 
son. It takes good tirigation and fertilizer 
management to produce a vigorous root sys- 
tem, which, in turn, imparts vigor and 
strong growth to the upper structure of the 
tree. In fact, building up resistance in a 
tree is a year-around job. The handling of 
the orchard in January, February or May, 
or any other month, has almost as much, or

WINDBREAKS REDUCE WIND 


Tt should not be concluded from the above 
discussion that good moisture conditions 


will prevent wind injury in all cases. In - 


some exposures, wind velocity is strong 
enough to demand more moisture from a 
healthy tree than it can supply, even with 
good moisture and root conditions. In such 
locations the windbreak is a valuable and 
economic adjunct to the orchard. Wind- 
breaks must be properly managed to obtain 
the greatest efficiency and the least compe 
tition to the orchard. 

In conclusion it may be said that wind in- 
jury can be greatly reduced by proper man- 
agement of irrigation practices throughout 
the year—conservative application in the 
spring months to allow fluctuation of mois- 
ture content. An ample amount of mois 
ture should be available during the fall 
months. 

Use the soil auger freely.

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Two distinct periods for applying fertill- 
zers to groves have been recognized by cit- 
to growers for some time—those of fall” 
and spring. During the fall months, experi- 
ence in the best groves shows, bulky or- 
posed matter should be applied; say, im the 
form of good barnyard manure, bean straw, 
or spoiled alfalfa hay and the like. When 
these are applied in the fe'l, enough time is 
allowed for decomposition of the material 
so that it may become available to the tree 
when its greatest demand is made in early 
spring. It generally takes from two to six 
months for strawy materia] to break down 
into the component parts that constitute 
available plant food. i 


_ Organic matter and nitrogen are the two 
principal materials required by citrus trees 
with our semi arid soils of Southern Call- 
fornia. Phosphoric acid and potash are 
normally present in sufficient quantities in 
the native soile to take care of the needs 
of the citrus tree. Their a aflability to the 
feeder roots is measured by the presence of 
decaying organic matter that in turn sup- 
plies the necessary acids and bacterial flora 
to the soil to bring about the somewhat 
complicated chemical reaction.

He Has a Fine Orchard 


After Four Years 


SOUTH YUCAIPA.—Four years ago C. H. 
hased sixteen acres of raw 
land at the mouth of Wildwood Canyon near 
South Yucaipa, and cleared it for an or- 
chard. Twelve of these acres were planted 
to Redbird and Hale peaches, pears, plums, 
Concord grapes cherries and a few walnut 
and almond trees. The remaining four 
acres were used for the home place, and 
for a small alfalfa planting. 

Today the Gallinger orchard is one of the 
show places of this district. Its fruit trees 
are all bearing, and this year’s crop has 
been unusually heavy, considering the age 
of the trees. Most of the peach trees came 
into bearing this year, and picking was 
started August 20. For size and flavor the 
fruit equals anything grown in the State, 
the owner believes, and many lugs of first- 
grade fruit had to be packed thirty-six to 
the box because of size. 

Mr. Gallinger attributes the phenomenal 
growth of his trees to the fact that prunnig, 
thinning, cultivation and irrigation were 
done at the proper time.

Such an environment, of course, leads to 
a high-strung and exceedingly irritant state 
of development. Stuttering easily follows. 

There are a number of things a mother 
can do to prevent the’ condition, or if al- 
ready present, to overcome it. She, herself, 
should learn to talk slowly, evenly, me- 
thodically and even colorlessly. She should 
train the child to do likewise. The words 
should not rush forth. 

Teach him to speak distinctly, slowly, to 
start with, then evenly. Let the inflexion 
be almost monotonous. See that he assumes 
a relaxed posture before attempting to talk. 
Have him wait a few seconds before at- 
tempting to speak. Wait longer; if neces 
sary, until he feels that he is perfectly 
calm, self-controlied, and not in a state of 
tension. 

There are a number of books which teach 
exercises in the sounds on which the stut 
terer stumbles mostly. His M’s and R’s are 
usually found most difficult. Let him prac- 
tice on these words until they come easily. 

Study his muscular reactions. You will 
note that he does things quickly, nervously, 
with rapid muscular movement instead of a 
rhythmically contractile movement. 

Every muscular action, his eating, his 
chewing, his games, his play, should be 
done evenly, smoothly, quietly and wnos- 
tentatiously

It was @ delight to him to discover a

Of all Cltase’s discoveries, none is so in- - 


teresting as his discovery of Charles Web- 
ster Hawthorne, today’s foremost figure in 
American art and certainly destined to be 
one of our immortals.
